
Ex-councillor avoids 
prison for sick porn 


Former council chairman possessed extreme images of child abuse and bestiality

FORMER Harlow Council chair¬ 
man Ian Jackson has been sen¬ 
tenced for possessing images of 
child abuse and bestiality. 

The 64-year-old, of Green Hills, 
was sentenced to eight months 
imprisonment, suspended for two 
years, after pleading guilty to 
three charges last month. 

Between January 2012 and 
December 2015 Jackson down¬ 
loaded four indecent category A 
and four category B still images of 
children, contrary to the Protec¬ 
tion of Children Act 1978. 


In the same period he was found 
to possess 110 extreme porno¬ 
graphic images, including animal 
porn, contrary to the Criminal 
Justice and Immigration Act 2008. 
Police found the images on his 
computer in December 2015. 

Jackson, a former Harlow Fire¬ 
bird Radio and Harlow Hospital 
Radio volunteer, was also given a 
sexual health prevention order 
for ten years at the sentencing at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday last week. 

Judge Christopher Morgan 
said: “You have pleaded guilty to 
two offences of making indecent 
images of, four images of category 


A and four of category B. You also 
admitted possession of 110 images 
of extreme pornography. When 
interviewed about these you 
chose to make no comment.” 

Perpetrating 

He continued: “By viewing 
such images you are perpetrating 
the abuse of children.” 

The former Liberal Democrat 
councillor served in the ceremo¬ 
nial chairman position on the 
council in the mid-2000s. His por¬ 
trait has been removed from the 
walls of the Civic Centre. 

Before the sentence was read 
out Rakesh Sharma, mitigating, 


said Jackson had been forced to 
stop his voluntary work. 

He told the judge: “This is a 64- 
year-old man of impeccable char¬ 
acter who volunteers for Harlow 
Hospital Radio. He has had to give 
that up. 

“He has suffered with depres¬ 
sion, with that type of illness it 
does come and go. His wife and 
daughter are standing by and sup¬ 
porting him. 

“This was a small number of 
images. These were downloaded 
some time ago, most recently over 
three and a half years ago. 

“He had deleted all the images 
from his system and not returned 


to his old behaviour.” 

Jackson was also ordered to pay 
£220 in costs within six months. 

After the sentencing the Star 
was approached by child abuse 
charity the NSPCC. 

A spokesman said: “Jackson’s 
vile internet searches resulted in 
him downloading pictures of the 
horrific abuse of children. 

“Make no mistake, possessing 
images of child abuse is crime and 
helps to fuel a vile industry. 

“Each time one of these graphic 
pictures is taken a child is left 
with untold physical and psycho¬ 
logical damage that can last well 
into adulthood.”

Social care council 


tax rise a ‘quick fix’ 


Politicians want overhaul of struggling system

SENIOR politicians have called for a 
‘wholesale review’ of the social care 
system after the Government 
announced council tax could rise by 
six per cent. 

Councillor David Finch, the leader 
of Essex County Council, said raising 
council tax was a short-term fix and 
would put extra pressure on struggling 
families in the county. 

Communities secretary Sajid Javid 
confirmed on Thursday authorities 
will be allowed to raise council tax by 
six per cent over two years - capped at 
three per cent per year - to pay for 
social care. 

Mr Finch said: “I’m pleased the 
Government has finally woken up to 
the fact that social care funding is 


completely unsustainable. However, 
relaxing the cap on the social care 
precept for two years only provides 
short-term help, and places an extra 
burden on Essex families who are just 
about managing to get by. 

“It will not address the £38million 
social care funding shortfall Essex will 
be facing in the next financial year, 
which is why plans to allow local coun¬ 
cils to use money from the New Homes 
Bonus scheme to plug the funding gap 
are encouraging. 

“There needs to be a wholesale 
review of the system. Having lobbied 
hard for this over the past few years as 
the pressure has grown, Essex would 
want to play a major part in any work 
to create a sustainable care system for 
future generations.” 

Chris Hayward, Hertfordshire 
County Council’s cabinet member for 


resources, said no decision would be 
made without a ‘rigorous democratic 
process’. 

“Given the scale of the financial 
challenge in adult social care, we 
cannot ignore any opportunities to 
raise additional money to fund vital 
services which help older and 
vulnerable people live fulfilling and 
independent lives,” he said. 

“We would prefer to avoid asking 
for additional money from the 
taxpayers of Hertfordshire, but as this 
is the option presented by central 
Government to avoid causing hard¬ 
ship to many elderly and vulnerable 
people in Hertfordshire we will have to 
give it careful consideration. 

“No decisions will be made until 
our budget has gone through a 
rigorous democratic process in the 
new year.” 


Worker hits 
out at plans 
to fund help 
for elderly 
as a ‘lottery’ 

SOCIAL care is at risk of becoming 
a ‘lottery’ if funding is not secured, 
according to a care worker with ten 
years’ experience. 

The worker, who wishes to be 
known only as Karen and lives in 
Mercury land, said underfunding 
would lead to greater scrutiny of 
how ill someone is before care is 
given. 

She said care would end up being 
‘drip-fed’ and vital services would be 
minimised. 

She added: “It will become a 
lottery for whom is deemed 
needing urgent care, the criteria 
for help from Adult Care Services 
will be scrutinised and questioned. 

“It will become less person- 
centred, which contradicts The Care 
Act, and more about money and 
budgets.” 

She said workers providing ‘vital 
care’ were under pressure to provide 
top quality services on a tight 
budget. 

Regulated 

“Raising council tax will mean 
people will be plugging the deficit 
for care needs,” she said. 

“So using the council tax will just 
mean any percentage will be added 
as and when the local authorities 
need more money.” 

She added: “Councils need to be 
honest about how they determine 
what they are spending their 
budgets on. 

“Government needs to recognise 
this industry and protect it. 

“Private for-profit care provision 
needs to be regulated. 

“Social services, adult care and 
councils and the Government need 
to liaise with the care community 
and take advice and understand 
there job role, not make decisions 
when they don't do the hands on 
side of the job.”

Council’s firm HTS taking over housing repairs 
and maintenance work To keep pound in Harlow’

A NEW company set up by Harlow 
Council is preparing to serve 
residents with their housing repairs 
and maintenance needs as well as 
look after the town’s environment. 

HTS (Property and Environment) 
will take over from Kier Harlow as 
their ten-year tenure draws to a close 
on January 31. 

Residents can expect to see new 
vans with the HTS logo and 
operatives wearing new uniforms 
and HTS badges when the company 
rolls out its services in the new year. 

The HTS team will continue to 
offer the services currently provided 
by Kier Harlow including the repairs 
and maintenance of council houses 
and buildings, as well cleaning the 
streets of Harlow and cutting the 
town’s grass. 

Managing director John Phillips, 
non-executive chairman Michael 
Harrowven and finance director Alex 
Morris, will work alongside Harlow 
councillors Simon Carter, Bob Davis, 


and John Strachan, to provide the 
services. 

Mr Phillips, said: “As a local 
authority trading company, we are 
currently working to get ready for 


trading. At the moment, there are 350 
people working for Kier Harlow who 
will transfer to HTS. 

“As of February 1, we will deliver 
the same high level of service.” 


“We are a wholly owned company 
where we will be placing profits back 
into the council and keep the savings 
within the town,” said Mr Phillips. 

HTS also strives to invest in 
Harlow employment. 

Mr Phillips, said: “We would like 
to give the opportunity to local 
people and would like local 
contractors to work for us. We want 
to keep the pound in Harlow.” 

The company also plans to build 
connections with schools and 
colleges by offering various 
apprenticeship schemes and work 
experience with the aim of offering 
every one in three vacancies to an 
apprentice up to ten in any year. 

HTS have chosen to support 
Hastingwood charity St Clare 
Hospice with them named as their 
charity of the year. 

Two housing forums will run next 
year where residents can ask any 
questions they may have about the 
company.

No early release for woman’s murderer 

Tm pleased my 
Claire’s killer 


does full term’

FOUR years after he killed her 
daughter, a grandmother is 
pleased Mark Golds will not have 
his murder sentence reduced, 

Golds, an ex-nightclub bouncer, 
inflicted 22 savage knife wounds 
on his partner Claire Parrish, 37, 
in their shared home in Copshall 
Close, Harlow, in July 2012. 

The victim’s mother Christine 
Parrish, 66, of Charters Cross, 
Harlow, said the attack happened 
in front of Claire’s children and 
that Golds lost his temper when 
she told him she wanted to end 
their relationship. 

A police report said it followed 
a bitter row between the couple at 
a barbecue earlier that day. 

But after Chelmsford Crown 
Court gave him a life sentence, 
Golds had hoped to reduce his 
charge to manslaughter on the 
basis that he had been in the grip 
of a psychotic condition. 

Snarling 

Another police report said 
Golds, who was 46 at the time, was 
snarling and appeared deranged 
upon arrest screaming: “She was 
evil, the demon is gone, I have 
killed her... she had Satan in her 
eyes.” 

After losing an appeal Golds 
took his case to the Supreme 
Court but this was thrown out by 
judges and Golds will serve the 
remainder of his 15-year murder 
sentence behind bars before being 
eligible for parole. 

Mrs Parrish said: “I was so 
pleased that justice has been 
done and he is not squirm¬ 
ing out of it. 

“I knew he was not 
mad. He lost his temper 
because Claire wanted to 
end the relationship. 

He has shown no 
remorse. 

“We are pleased 
with the decision but it 
will not bring Claire 


back. Her children are growing up 
without a mum. 

“We have got what we wanted 
which was for him to pay for what 
he has done. He has got life but he 
is going to come out and Claire is 
never going to come home.” 

The Supreme Court received 
the appeal in the summer 
but a press statement 
revealed that members 
were not satisfied that his 
self-control was substan¬ 
tially impaired by any 
psychotic condition. 

Claire Parrish had 
four children: Daugh-

ter Stevie, 23, son Ronnie, 17, son 
Alfie, 15 and daughter Chrissie, 
eight. She also had one brother 
and three sisters. 

Her mother continued: “She 
was brilliant, bubbly, funny and 
had lots of friends. It has never 
returned to normal. I used to 
think I had seen Claire every¬ 
where whenever I saw someone 
with blonde hair. It is a gap that is 
never going to be filled.” 

A statement released by the 
family read: “After four years of 
heartache and hell justice has 
finally been done. 

“The Supreme Court came to 
the decision Mark Golds lost his 
temper, not his mind. We love and 
miss you Claire.” 



Social services identify more than 
12,000 county children in need 


SOCIAL services are aware of 
12,773 children in need in Essex 
according to figures released by 
the Government. 

In 6,618 cases domestic 
violence was the reason for 
children being referred, with 
4,981 due to mental health and 
439 cases of sexual exploitation. 

‘Troubling’ 

Child abuse charity NSPCC 
publicised the statistics which a 
spokesman described as 
“troubling,” especially 
considering a quarter of those 
referred nationwide were under 
the age of five. 

The spokesman said: “It is 
troubling the number of children 


in need has increased, 
particularly as a significant 
portion of those being referred 
are under the age of five. 

“The fact that mental health 
was identified as a factor in 
more than a third of cases 
highlights why more than ever 
we need swift and appropriate 
help for those who are suffering 
with mental health issues. 

“Mental health problems can 
be devastating whether they 
affect the child in need, or their 
family members at home.”

COURTNEY Wood said he has 
‘mixed emotions’, about not 
becoming Lord Sugar’s business 
partner after finishing second on 
The Apprentice. 

The novelty gift business boss 
from Thurrock, who considers 
himself made in Harlow, was fired 
on Sunday night’s final of the 
BBC1 reality series. 

But the 29-year-old said he has 
no hard feelings towards series 
winner Alana Spencer, who 
scooped the £250,000 investment 
to develop her luxury cake 
company. 

Courtney said: “I have mixed 
emotions, I would have loved to 
have won but I do not feel like I 
could have done anything differ¬ 
ently to have changed his mind. 

Closest 

“The final has to be one of the 
closest ones we have had. It was 
on a knife edge and I never once 
thought I had it in the bag. 

“Alana has got a good business 
model. I am happy for her. I do not 
have a single regret, I executed 
my plan to perfection. 

“I think Lord Sugar wanted a 
new challenge.” 

Courtney started his design 
career in Harlow, completing an 
internship at a company on the 
Oakwood Industrial Estate before 
it relocated to London. 

Three years later he estab¬ 


lished his own brand Bubblegum 
Stuff, which he said has received a 
lot of business on the back of The 
Apprentice and will now be his 
immediate focus. 

He said: “I used to drive to 
Harlow every working day. I really 
enjoyed my time there. I have fond 
memories of Harlow.” 

In the 12th series of the reality 
show he was one of 18 candidates 
to appear and over the 14 weeks of 
the televised job interview he 
managed to survive until the final 
hurdle. 

After a series of trading tasks, 
interviews and boardroom 
debates, both finalists had to show 
how their planned business 
models could operate with the 
help of previously fired contest¬ 
ants. 

They then had to pitch their 
plans to 200 industry experts, 
including Lord Sugar, and 
although most of the series was 
filmed earlier this year, Courtney 
only found out the result last 
week. 

He continued: “It has been a 
long few months. We really live in 
a mansion in London and only get 
one phone call a week to our 
families. 

“We are away from our phones, 
the internet and any contact with 
the outside world. It is tough but I 
enjoyed it. 

“We have been living it for 
nearly a year.

‘Why should 
we pay for 
your gym?’ 

THE police and crime 
commissioner for Essex has 
caused a stir by budgeting 
£44,000 to improve their staff 
gym. 

Roger Hirst has been criticised 
by Harlow Labour councillor 
Tony Durcan for his Essex Police 
annual budget, which also 
included spending £575,000 on IT. 

Taxpayers will also contribute 
towards £600,000 to assist in ill 
health retirement and £75,000 on 
occupational health advice. 

At the police and crime panel 
meeting into the budget, Mr 
Durcan asked Mr Hirst: “Why 
should Harlow residents pay for 
these items when locally we are 
getting worse services?” 

He continued: “People want to 
see more police out and about 
doing their job to keep the 
community safe, not in the gym 
or sitting at computers. 

Funding 

“We still don't know what the 
final increase will be but clearly 
we're going to have to dig deep to 
find the extra funding. 

“If people are having to pay 
more, it is right that we question 
how it will be spent to ensure it 
addresses real need.” 

Conservative PCC Mr Hirst 
told the Star, in response to the 
gym funding question, that it is 
important for officers to keep 
physically fit. 

He said: “The public expect 
that police officers are both 
physically and mentally fit for 
duty. Every year officers 
experience stresses on body and 
mind in the course of doing their 
job that most people at work will 
never experience. 

“Providing equipment and 
support for officers so that they 
retain fitness and recover from 
injury quicker keeps them out 
working to prevent and reduce 
crime in communities. 

“Buying new equipment is not 
for entertainment or leisure, it is 
for maintaining physical 
standards and performance.”

Skills shortage leads to higher 
than average unemployment 


HARLOW is facing a “skills short¬ 
age” according to an employment 
expert. 

Unemployment in the town is 
currently at 4.2 per cent, higher 
than the average in the east of 
England which is 3.7 per cent but 
lower than the national average of 
5.1 per cent. 

And Dave Cope, the manager of 
Harlow’s Job Centre, said the 
biggest challenge facing the area 
was making sure residents have 
the right skills to take advantage 
of the opportunities available. 

Challenge 

“The massive challenge in the 
economy is the skills gap,” he 
said. 

“We have some very big pro¬ 
jects on the horizon in the west of 
the county. The impact of the Lon¬ 
don Gateway development will 
mean the area requires skilled 
workers. 



CHALLENGE: Unemployment in

“If you talk to employers 
involved, the priority is around 
logistics like trains and roads. 
The skill shortage in driving is 
reaching a point where some 
action needs to be taken. 

“We’re working with employers 
at the moment. Some of the costs 
of training are quite high for obvi¬ 
ous reasons and we are trying to 


bridge that gap because the skills 
gap isn’t helping employers.” 

He also said the Job Centre is 
working with companies to help 
people gain the skills they need. 

He explained: “If you wanted to 
get a forklift license in Essex it is 
quite easy to get for an unem¬ 
ployed person and we have paid 
for lots of people to get them, but 
it’s not necessarily what employ¬ 
ers want.” 

Manageable 

Despite the numbers being 
higher in Harlow than the rest of 
the region, Mr Cope said it was a 
“manageable” number. 

“I wouldn’t say it’s a problem,” 
he added. “Over the last year it’s 
quite interesting as the number 
has remained steady. 

“This time last year it was two 
per cent higher that’s actually 
quite static really. The figure 
hasn’t varied that much.”

Thriller that gets lost in space 


eautiful people perform 
ugly acts in Morten 
Tyldum’s intriguing 
sci-fi thriller, written 
by Jon Spaihts (Doctor 
Strange, Prometheus). 

Set on a labyrinthine 
spaceship hurtling through 
distant galaxies, Passengers is a 
glossy meditation on solitude 
and self-sacrifice that loses its 
way in a messy and deeply 
unsatisfying final act that seems 
to have been cleaved from a 
different picture. 

Interpersonal dramas and 
moral conundrums that 
germinate in the opening hour 
are trampled by slam-bang 
pyrotechnics reminiscent of the 
Oscar-winning thriller Gravity, 
albeit without that film’s 
immersive, jaw-dropping 
aesthetics. 

There are undeniable, base 
pleasures watching Jennifer 
Lawrence and Chris Pratt in 
various states of undress at the 
centre of this muddle, including 
a couple of steamy bedroom 
scenes and an inventive 
swimming sequence in zero 
gravity. 

Moments of imagination and

verve are depressingly scarce 
though, and a proper resolution 
has apparently been sucked out 
of one of the airlocks.

All that’s missing is a wily 
extra-terrestrial predator hidden 
in one of the cargo bays to tear 
through that beautifully 
exposed, gym-toned flesh. 

Mankind searches for new 
planets to inhabit and the 
Starship Avalon launches, loaded 
with 258 crew and 5,000 
passengers in deep sleep, bound 
for the distant colony of 
Homestead II. 

The journey from Earth will 
take 120 years, predominantly on 
autopilot, but a meteor shower

causes a malfunction to the 
ship’s central computer. 

Hibernation pods malfunction 
and mechanical engineer Jim 
Preston (Chris Pratt) and 
journalist Aurora Dunn 
(Jennifer Lawrence) wake 
prematurely. 

They discover they cannot 
reset the pods’ sleep command 
and must spend the rest of their 
lives with the ship’s robot 
bartender Arthur (Michael 
Sheen) while friends and loved 


ones slumber peacefully and 
defy the ravages of time for the 
next 90 years. 

As they come to terms with 
their predicament, romance 
sparks between Jim and Aurora. 

When crew chief Gus Mancuso 
(Laurence Fishburne) is also 
roused early by a software glitch, 
a shocking secret is exposed that 
undermines the couple’s 
relationship. 

“The drowning man will 
always drag somebody down 


with him,” notes Mancuso 
cryptically, before a series of 
failures in the computer 
mainframe threatens the safety 
of everyone on board Avalon. 

Passengers is a missed 
opportunity that relies on the 
white-hot star wattage of 
Lawrence and Pratt to keep us 
engaged. 

They make the most of slim 
pickings in Spaihts’ misfiring 
script, drawing on halcyon days 
in The Hunger Games and 


Guardians Of The Galaxy 
respectively for action set-pieces. 

Supporting performances are 
largely redundant, including 
Michael Sheen as the automaton 
bartender, whose intentionally 
lifeless performance exemplifies 
the lack of heart beneath the 
picture’s expensive, shiny 
surface.

Rogue One: 

A Star Wars Story 

Gareth Edwards’ spin-off 
prequel to the original Star 
Wars is an action-packed tale 
of resistance fighters taking on 
the overwhelming power of the 
Galactic Empire. Felicity Jones 
is a fiercely independent and 
reluctant hero who leads a 
motley crew on a mission to 
steal the plans to the Death 
Star, the ultimate weapon of 
mass destruction that her 
father helped design. Neatly 
and ingeniously dovetailing 
with Episode IV of the space 
opera, Rogue One blends 
spectacular set-pieces with 
gritty action and interesting 
characters to produce a worthy 
addition to the Star Wars saga. 
There are no Jedis in this 
outing, but the new faces make 
your forget that - plus some 
familiar ones are on hand to 
rekindle the old magic. Most 
impressive. 

Moana 

After the incredible worldwide 
success of Frozen (more than a 
$1 billion in box-office receipts), 
Disney’s next big animation is 


another winning tale of triumph 
over adversity with a strong 
female character leading the 
way. Drawing on Polynesian 
legends, it’s the tale of a 
chieftain’s daughter, Moana, 
who defies her father’s wishes 
to journey out to the open sea 
to try to find out why their 
island is losing its fertility. Her 
adventure involves a cocky 
demi-god, a lava monster and 
the dumbest hen on the planet. 
Beautiful visuals, an affecting 
storyline and engaging 
characters makes for another 
big Disney success. 


The Eagle Huntress 

Girl power is to the fore again in 
this mesmerising documentary 
that has a Star Wars link - it’s 
produced and narrated by 
Daisy Ridley, star of The Force 
Awakens. It’s the powerful story 
of a 13-year-old Kazakh girl in a 
nomadic Mongolian community 
who aspires to be the first 
female eagle hunter in 12 
generations of her family. This 
is a stunning rites-of-passage 
feature which has a limited 
release but is well worth 
seeking out. DI/I/ 
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hris Pratt is literally 
jumping with joy at the 
thought of his new 
movie Passengers 
being released. 

“I can’t curb my enthusiasm,” 
grins the suited star, as he lifts 
himself out of the chair and 
kicks his legs in the air, much to 
his co-star Jennifer Lawrence’s 
amusement. 

“I love movies. I love going to 
the movies,” says 
Minnesota-born Pratt, 37. “This 
is a great movie. I’m really 
excited for people to finally see 
it. 

“We worked really hard over 
the last year making it. It was 
the best script I’ve ever read and 
I think we got it right, so I’m 
dying for people to go and see it.” 

Kentucky-born Lawrence, 26, 
elegant in a floor-length floral 
dress, is nodding in agreement. 

“I think it’s a nice escape,” she 
adds. “It’s a great setting. It’s a 
very intimate, human story on a 
beautiful ship, with dire 
consequences.” 

In the sci-fi action thriller, the 
Hollywood stars play strangers 
Jim and Aurora, two people 
who’ve decided to leave Earth 
and embark on a 120-year 
journey to another planet to be 
part of a new colony called 
Homestead II. 

COLLAPSE 

Only, their hibernation pods 
wake them 90 years too early 
and, as the ship teeters on the 
brink of collapse, they’re forced 
to unravel the mystery behind 
the fault. 

“The ship is falling apart,” 
Pratt explains. “Robots start to 
malfunction, lights flicker on 
and off. Ultimately, our 
characters find out there’s a 
reason why it’s malfunctioning 
and we’re suddenly in a 
desperate situation, trying to fix 
a problem to save not only our 
own lives, but the lives of all of 
the other passengers on the 
ship.” 

It appears that humanity’s on 
the cusp of a new era of space 
travel, and Pratt believes 
“there’s a longing to be an 
adventurer” in all of us. 

“To get out and explore and 
head off into uncharted 
territories,” says the actor, who 
famously transformed from 
plump slacker Andy Dwyer in 
hit TV comedy Parks And 
Recreation to buff action star in 
movies like Guardians Of The 
Galaxy and Jurassic World. 

“I think it’s something that 
appeals to all people, and it has 
since the beginning of time. It 
certainly does to these two 
characters, they’re looking for 
something and where they end 
up is much different to where 
they were expecting.” 

He doesn’t want to ruin any 
surprises, but the father-of-one 
(he’s married to actress Anna 
Faris) cheekily adds: “It’s safe to 
say they find what they didn’t 
even know they were looking 
for.” 

Describing Jim as ‘kind of a 
throwback’, Pratt adds: “He’s 
very much a working-class guy. 
He’s considered a desirable 
trade, as a mechanical engineer, 
because he’ll be helping to start 
a civilisation. If something 
breaks, he’ll be there to fix it.” 

The actor’s “very different” to 
his alter-ego, comments 
Lawrence, a four-time Academy 


Award-nominee, who endeared 
herself to millions when she 
tripped en route to collect her 
Best Actress Oscar for Silver 
Linings Playbook in 2013. 

“Jim acts like he’s never really 
had a girlfriend, and he doesn’t 
really know how to behave 
around women; that’s charming 


and sweet, but it’s not like Chris 
at all, who’s married and funny,” 
she observes. “It was interesting 
to watch him go from Chris Pratt 
to a shy, insecure, romantic 
person.” 

In contrast, Aurora is a New 
York writer on the assignment of 
a lifetime - to be the first person 


in human history to make the 
round trip. 

“It’s such a huge decision to 
make,” notes Lawrence of her 
character’s challenge. “You have 
to start a brand new life on a 
brand new planet that you’ve 
never been to, and when you 
arrive [back on Earth], everyone 


you know will be dead. 

“I can’t imagine saying 
goodbye to everybody I know and 
love. I understand her thirst for 
more, but I don’t think I could 
make that kind of permanent 
decision.” 

Their spaceship, Avalon, is a 
character in itself, something 
Pratt describes as “part badass 
spaceship, part luxury cruise 
liner“, with fine-dining 
restaurants on board, high-end 
stores, sports courts, a cinema 
and observation deck - which all 
made for an interesting time on 
set. 

“Everything was beautiful and 
interesting,” recalls Lawrence. 

“It was a different atmosphere 
for a movie.” 

There’s also a swimming pool, 
which Aurora’s doing a few laps 
in when the ship’s gravity fails. 
Although no stranger to action 
sequences, The Hunger Games 
star describes the scene as 
“probably the hardest thing I’ve 
ever shot”. 

“Spending that much time in a 
pool, water up my nose, 
everywhere... But it was amazing 
- when I saw the CG example of 
what it was going to look like, I 
was really excited. I’ve never 
seen anything like that in a 
movie,” she reveals. 

There’s also a scene which 
sees the two of them take part in 
a dance-off, something Lawrence 
found almost as uncomfortable 
to shoot - but for very different 


reasons. 

“Oh, Jen loves to dance,” Pratt 
teases. 

“I’m doing a ballerina movie 
next and I was just on the phone 
with the director yesterday,” 
reveals Lawrence. “They asked, 
‘How’s dance lessons going?’ I 
was like, ‘I can’t! I don’t know if 
you understand what’s 
happening! I don’t think you get 
it’.” 

While Lawrence battled with 
showcasing her best moves on 
screen, Pratt didn’t share her 
feeling of discomfort. 

Nor did he have any qualms 
about stripping off. 

“Oh yeah, my bottom, you see 
it a couple times in this movie,” 
he admits, grinning. 

“I felt fine about it. I wasn’t 
fully naked, because they give 
you something to cover 
yourself.” 

“It’s a sock,” whispers 
Lawrence, before changing her 
choice of description to “sack”, 
and the pair of them double up 
with laughter. 

“Yeah they give you like a 
‘sack sock‘,” continues Pratt, 
once they’ve calmed themselves. 

“Come for the nudity!” he 
quips. “Come for the sack. Stay 
for the action!”

Stephen kicked off World Famous on 
Friday, November 4 in Winchester and 
will be continuing until Saturday, 
February 25 when he performs for the 
final time in London’s Soho Theatre. 

He added: “There are so many other 
things to get excited about that effect all 
of us.

HEN Citroen 
decided to establish 
a completely 
separate brand 
with its DS models 
it dramatically broadened the 
choice for people looking for 
small up-market cars. 

The DS stable offers buyers 
models that stand out in the car 
park for their distinctive looks 
and quality build. 

And nowhere is that more true 
than with the DS 4 Crossback. 

This sleek five-seater has the 
appearance of a coupe thanks to 


the cleverly concealed handles in 
the rear doors which help create 
the car’s svelte look. 

Improving that look are the 
18-inch Brisbane Black high 
gloss ahoy wheels which are part 
of the extra equipment you get 
on the Prestige version of this 
car over the Elegance. 

Step inside and the 
business-like interior 
immediately impresses with full 
leather upholstery, a stylish 
dashboard and intuitive 
switchgear. 

The front seats are not only 
heated but come with a back 
massaging feature to ensure you 


don’t end a long journey with 
any aches and pains. 

There is space for three in the 
back but it’s a little snug and 
legroom is not the most 
generous. And surprisingly you 
can’t open the rear windows on 
this model. 

But perhaps the most 
surprising feature of my test car 
was the engine. 

Get behind the wheel and you 
would swear you were driving a 
1.6-litre or 1.8-litre model. Yet 
beneath the bonnet lurked a 
turbocharged direct injection 
three-cylinder, 1.2-litre 
developing 130bhp. 


The PureTech petrol engine 
has been a real breakthrough for 
the company with its compact 
dimensions, low weight yet 
ability to deliver more power 
while still keeping emissions at a 
low level. 

In fact these qualities won it 
the coveted International Engine 
of the Year 2015. 

On the road the performance 
completely belies the engine’s 
size. Put your right foot down 
hard and it delivers instantly. 

You can hear it’s a 
three-cylinder but only just, as 
the note has a more sporty sound 
than anything intrusive and 


adds to the pleasure of driving 
this car. The bonus is that this 
engine will allow you to average 
some 54 miles per gallon, a 
figure more normally associated 
with diesel rather than petrol 
engines. 

At the same time it will hit 62 
miles per hour in a very 
respectable 9.9 seconds and go on 
to a top speed of 123mph. 

You have to rev it hard to get 
the best performance out of it 
but it’s a gutsy unit that really 
does deliver. I did find the 
six-speed gearbox a bit notchy 
however. 

Despite the rakish roofline 


vision out of the back window is 
good and reversing is made 
simple thanks to both parking 
sensors and a rear colour 
camera. 

For the size of the car there is 
decent boot, offering 385 litres of 
space with the seatbacks in 
position and some 1021 with 
them lowered, which goes some 
way to make up for a glove box 
which is just about large enough 
to accommodate a packet of 
sweets. 

But if you are looking for a car 
which is far from mainstream 
and delivers enjoyable driving 
the DS4 Crossback is well worth 
a look.

HARLOW Town had gone 12 games 
unbeaten in all competitions before 
defeats at Needham Market last Tues¬ 
day and Leiston on Saturday, but 
Danny Chapman is confident his side 
can produce a similar run over 
Christmas and the New Year period. 

The Hawks picked up their eighth 
home win from ten Ryman Premier 
League games on Tuesday evening, 
beating ten-men Merstham 2-1 thanks 
to goals from Lawrence Yiga and 
Mario Noto.

Chapman has spoken about the 
unpredictable nature of the league 
this year and the Hawks travel to 
Enfield Town on Boxing Day, before 
hosting Leatherhead on New Year’s 
Eve and Canvey Island on January 2. 

But the boss does not believe a good,

He explained: “Usually, in most 
years, I would say that it can shape 
your season, but this league is just so 
up and down with everyone beating 
everyone.

“I think it’s important for us as a 
group more than anything.

Best 

Merstham had a man sent off on 
Tuesday night, but it was not until the 
79th minute that Noto scored and gave 
the Hawks a two-goal advantage. 
Chapman does not believe his side 
were at their best in the game. 

He added: “We did OK, we got the 
win, but I still think there is more to 
us than what we showed. 

“We always try to press high and we 
succeeded in doing that. 

“The goalkeeper then has to start 
kicking longer which gives you more 
opportunity to win the ball back and 
that was the plan.” 

The Harlow boss believes that the 
team owed the supporters a big per¬ 
formance after the weekend’s disap¬ 
pointment.
